Forget  batbtub  gin,  local  options  put  a  modern  spin  on  ’ios  drinking  culture  bynickpoust 


There  are  many  bars  and  nightclubs  where  the 
ambiance  and  the  pours  can  send  us  back  a  few 
decades  in  a  woozy,  boozy  time  travel  machine 
—  think  ’80s  night  at  John  Henry’s  —  but  the  increased 
popularity  of  some  cocktails  take  a  century-deep  plunge. 
Distilleries  such  as  4  Spirits  Distillery  in  Corvallis  have  put 
a  twist  on  alcohol  and  inspired  bars  to  serve  drinks  from 
the  Prohibition  era  of  the  ’20s  and  ’30s.  Perhaps  banning 
booze  paves  the  road  to  revelation  —  these  cocktails  are 
the  rage  once  more.  However,  this  time  you  don’t  have  to 
sneak  in  any  backdoors  or  drink  the  moonshine  from  your 
neighbor’s  bathtub. 

“From  my  experience,  in  the  last  six  months,  I  have 
really  noticed  these  bars  in  the  area  getting  into  these 
Prohibition-era  drinks  and  wanting  to  highlight  the  spirit 
in  the  drink  and  simplify  it,”  says  Sarah  Wayt,  4  Spirits’ 
director  of  sales  and  marketing.  “Before,  when  I  first 
started,  we  were  still  in  that  era  of  complex  drinks  with  lots 
of  crazy  ingredients.” 

Wayt  is  as  excited  as  her  customers  about  putting  the 
spiritbackin  spirits.  4  Spirits  specializes  in  makingbourbon, 
which  was  integral  to  creating  the  era’s  most  drink-worthy 
cocktails.  The  bourbon  came  out  in  September,  but  it’s 
already  being  tossed  back  up  and  down  Highway  99. 

“I  think  a  lot  of  these  bars  really  make  their  cocktail 
menu  fun,”  she  says.  “People  enjoy  going  in  and  learning 
about  drinks  they  have  never  tried,  about  an  era  that  they 
didn’t  live  in.  They  can  experience  it  in  a  cocktail.  I  think 
it’s  popular  for  that  reason.” 

4  Spirits  has  formed  relationships  with  bars  in  fueling 
this  blast  from  the  past. 

“We’re  excited  about  it  because  we  can  basically  highlight 


our  bourbon,”  Wayt  says.

AN  IRISH  COCKTAIL 

With  St.  Patty’s  Day  around  the  corner,  Mr.  Kennedy  seeks  to  expand  his  libatious  horizons

Aguy  named  Kennedy  walks  into  a  bar  two  weeks  before  St.  Pat- 
rick’s  Day.  That  sounds  like  the  start  of  a  bad  joke,  and  some- 
times  it  is.  Kennedy:  a  quintessentially  Irish  name.  St.  Patty’s 
Day:  America’s  most  Irish  of  holidays.  Commemorating  the  Patron  Saint 
of  Ireland,  St.  Patty’s  has  lost  its  religious  meaning,  particularly  in  the  U.S., 
becoming  instead  an  excuse  to  eat  a  lot,  drink  more  and  toast  all  things  Eire. 

Back  to  the  bar  —  and  me.  Mr.  Kennedy  exploring  the  Ireland-booze 
connection.  We  all  know  Guinness  and  Jameson,  we’ve  all  had  black 
and  tans  (a  mixture  of  the  Irish  beers  Harp  and  Guinness)  or  pounded  a 
few  Irish  car  bombs  (a  shot  of  Jameson  dropped  in  a  pint  of  Guinness  — 
drink  it  before  it  explodes!).  But  what  else  is  there?  Does  Ireland  have  a 
signature  cocktail,  like  Scotland’s  Rob  Roy? 

Kiyallah  Heatherstone,  owner  and  bar  manager  of  Rye  in  downtown 
Eugene,  says  besides  the  sugary  hot  coffee  and  whiskey  drink  called  Irish 
coffee,  not  really.  Some  bartenders  disagree,  but  Heatherstone  thinks  Irish 
whiskey’s  flavor  prohle  is  particularly  hard  to  mix. 

Heatherstone  notes  that  one  of  the  world’s  most  famous  cocktail  bars 
exists  in  Dublin,  but  it  has  nothing  traditionally  Irish  on  the  menu.  Known 
as  Cafe  en  Seine,  the  Dublin  bar’s  online  menu  lists  multinational  drinks 
like  Havana  Mojitos  and  Singapore  Slings  among  others. 

To  drink  Irish  is  to  drink  whiskey,  Heatherstone  says,  suggesting  I  try  a 
flight  of  Rye’s  Irish  whiskeys:  Knappogue  Castle,  Redbreast  and  Jameson 
—  all  aged  12  years. 

Irish  whiskey  is  distinct  from  Scotch  because  it’s  made  from  a 
fermented  mash  of  cereal,  giving  it  a  grainy  aroma,  and  it  can  be  aged  in 
any  wooden  barrel.  Scotch  is  usually  made  from  rye  or  barley  and  must  be 
aged  3  years  in  oak  barrels,  giving  it  a  smoky  or  peaty  flavor. 

Of  the  three  whiskeys  in  Heatherstone’s  flight,  Knappogue,  a  single 
malt,  is  the  lightest  —  mild  and  citrusy  with  a  creamy  texture  and  hints  of 
vanilla.  Redbreast,  also  single  malt,  is  sweet  and  grassy  —  whiskey  for  a 
bourbon  drinker.  And  only  Jameson,  the  darkest  of  the  three,  comes  close 
to  my  usual  whiskey  experience:  also  malty,  but  with  a  sinus-filling  aroma 
of  grass  and  wood.  It  makes  sense  that  Jameson  is  one  of  the  oldest  and 
most  famous  of  Irish  whiskeys.  (Ironically,  though  still  made  in  Ireland, 
Jameson  is  a  brand  of  French  distiller  Pernod  Ricard.) 

Just  because  there  aren’t  many  traditional  Irish  cocktails,  it  doesn’t 
mean  mixed  drinks  with  Irish  whiskey  don’t  exist.  At  Rye,  Heatherstone 
serves  what  he  calls  a  Kylemore  Abbey. 

The  Kylemore  is  2  ounces  Tullamore  Dew,  a  blended  Irish  whiskey; 
three-fourth  ounces  Punt  e  Mes,  a  bitter  Italian  vermouth;  one-fourth 
ounce  Benedictine,  a  liqueur  made  from  herbs,  roots  and  sugar,  and 
served  straight  with  no  garnish,  creating  a  syrupy  cousin  to  the  Manhattan 
—  which  feels  appropriate,  given  that  Manhattan  was  where  many  Irish 
immigrants  landed  in  America. 

So,  what  have  we  learned?  (Cue  introspective  Ken  Burns-esque  hddle 
music.)  If  you  aren’t  one  for  whiskey  or  beer,  St.  Patty’s  may  not  be  your 
drinking  holiday.  But  with  a  little  ingenuity,  delicious  blended  drinks 
can  be  made  from  un-mixable  Irish  whiskey,  drinks  that  one  day  might 
become  part  of  your  St.  Patrick’s  Day  tradition.  ■ 
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2  Towns  Ciderbouse  delivers  a  tart,

hen  Johnny  Appleseed  roamed  the  countryside  planting 
apple  seeds  in  the  late  1700s,  he  wasn’t  growing  apples 
for  food.  His  apples  had  higher  standards,  destined  to 
become  delicious  hard  apple  cider.  Back  then,  hard  cider  was  the  drink 
of  choice,  as  it  was  easier  to  make  and  more  accessible  than  beer. 

Then  Prohibition  knocked  cider-making  off  its  feet,  but  Aaron 
Sarnoff-Wood,  co-founder  of  2  Towns  Ciderhouse  in  Corvallis,  wants 
to  change  all  that.  “I  think  that  the  craft  movement  in  cider  is  similar 
to  what  happened  in  beer  20  years  ago,”  Sarnoff-Wood  says.  “I  just 
encourage  people  to  approach  it  with  an  open  mind,  and  it  sells  itself.” 

Sarnoff-Wood,  along  with  co-founders  Lee  Larsen  and  Dave 
Takush,  started  2  Towns  Ciderhouse  in  2010  in  a  small  facility  off 
Highway  34.  The  two  towns  in  the  ciderhouse’s  name  are  Corvallis 
and  Eugene,  since  both  towns  are  meaningful  to  the  founders. 
Sarnoff-Wood  was  working  as  a  graphic  designer  in  Eugene, 
and  after  a  hard  hit  from  the  recession,  he  decided  to  partner  up 
with  Larsen  in  Corvallis  to  start  making  cider  commercially. 
With  Takush’s  fermentation  expertise,  they  began  producing  their 
signature  line,  2  Towns. 


“Incider,”  their  first  brew,  was  soon  joined  by  “Bad  Apple,” 
which  won  People’s  Choice  at  KLCC’s  2013  Brewfest.  A  collection 
of  seasonals  rounds  out  their  list,  including  “Made  Marion,”  a  fruity 
blend  of  marionberries  and  hard  cider. 

Last  September,  2  Towns  expanded  to  a  facility  with  hve  times 
the  capacity  and  ample  space  to  include  a  tasting  room.  In  addition 
to  their  2  Towns  flagship  line,  which  uses  apples  from  Oregon  and 
Washington,  they  offer  a  specialty  line  called  Traditions,  made  of 
hand-picked  and  pressed  apples  from  nearby  farms.  The  tasting 
room  allows  the  cider-makers  to  try  creative  combinations,  like 
cyser,  a  blend  of  apple  juice  and  honey  wine,  provided  by  2  Towns’ 
neighbor  Nectar  Creek  Honeywine. 

“Lee  and  I  both  come  from  a  brewing  background,”  says  Takush, 
who  uses  his  fermentation  science  degree  to  create  innovative  ciders. 
“A  lot  of  cider-makers  out  there  come  from  a  wine  background,  so 
they’re  really  stuck  in  tradition.  Lee  and  I  are  not  afraid  to  push  the 
boundaries  of  what  cider  can  be.” 

2  Towns  distributes  to  retailers  around  Oregon,  but  a  House  bill 
that  was  passed  in  the  Oregon  Legislature  might  change  the  way 
wine  and  cider  can  be  sold.  The  bill’s  sponsors  include  Reps.  Paul 
Holvey  and  Phil  Barnhart,  and  from  the  Senate  side,  Lee  Beyer  and 
Floyd  Prozanski.  HB  2443  would  allow  customers  to  bring  reusable 
jugs  called  growlers  into  retailers  like  Whole  Foods  or  Sundance 
Natural  Foods  and  hll  them  up  with  cider  or  wine  to  take  home  with 
them.  Now  the  bill  just  needs  to  pass  the  Senate. 

Currently,  the  practice  is  illegal.  Sarnoff-Wood  says  if  passed, 
the  bill  could  mean  a  boost  in  business  for  him.  “And  it’s  ultimately 
a  more  affordable  way  for  people,  and  greener,  because  they  can  use 
reusable  containers,”  he  says. 

Although  2  Towns  sells  their  cider  in  places  like  Sundance  and 
Capella  Market,  they  hope  to  expand  in  Eugene.  Sarnoff-Wood  says 
that  if  all  goes  well,  Eugene  can  expect  its  very  own  cider  tasting 
room  within  the  next  year.  Johnny  Appleseed  would  be  so  proud.  ■

Patron  Hour  at  Starligbt  Lounge  keeps  patrons  coming  back  by  alex  notman 


It’s  a  minute  before  half  past  nine  on  a  Saturday  night 
in  downtown  Eugene’s  Barmuda  Triangle.  Four 
bartenders  dressed  in  sleek  black  stand  at  their  posts 
behind  the  long,  narrow  bar  at  Starlight  Lounge.  The  bar 
stools  have  been  removed,  the  limes  have  been  cut  and  the 
saltshakers  are  at  the  ready. 

Ding!  Ding!  Ding!  The  clock  strikes  9:30  and  bartender 
Jonna  Threlkeld  taps  the  ceremonial  brass  bell  with  a 
stirring  spoon.  Patron  Hour  has  begun;  crowds  line  up  at 
the  wooden  bar  and  the  cool  blue  agave  nectar  flows  down 
rows  of  shot  glasses. 

Night  after  night,  Starlight  Lounge  hosts  Patron  Hour 


from  9:30  to  10:30  pm,  selling  shots  of  the  clear  stuff  for  $3 
a  pop  (rather  than  the  regular  $8)  and  they  have  been  since 
the  bar’s  inception  five  years  ago.  Starlight  General  Manager 
Brian  Hafdahl  says  they’ve  tried  other  specials,  like  Jaeger 
shots  and  Goose  and  Juice,  but  their  customers  never  took  to 
it.  “We  switched  immediately  back  to  Patron,”  Hafdahl  says. 
“We’re  really  proud  to  have  it.  It  put  us  on  the  map.” 

And  the  people  have  spoken.  Local  imbibers  have  voted 
Starlight  Best  Happy  Hour  every  year  since  2008  in  EW’s 
Best  of  Eugene.  But  Hafdahl  says  they’ve  had  accusations 
over  the  years  that  the  deal  is  too  good  to  be  true.  “People 
think  the  Patron  is  fake  because  it’s  so  cheap,”  he  says. 


“It’s  real  Patron  Silver.”  Starlight  would  be  shut  down  if 
it  weren’t,  he  explains.  “If  you  can’t  taste  it,  you  don’t 
deserve  to  drink  it!”  bartender  Autumn  Omogrosso  chimes 
in  from  behind  the  bar,  a  bulbous  Patron  bottle  glimmering 
in  his  grip. 

Hafdahl  estimates  that  they  sell  more  of  the  tequila 
than  any  other  bar  in  the  Pacihc  Northwest.  Not  into  the 
whole  licking-your-hand,  throwing-your-head-back  and 
wincing-in-a-way-that-only-tequila-can-elicit  thing?  The 
bar  also  has  specials  on  Crater  Lake  Vodka  martinis  and 
their  exclusively  Oregon  beers  on  tap.  Either  way,  don’t 
worry,  the  ringing  in  your  ears  is  not  just  in  your  head.  ■

A  self-described  “townie”  (he  graduated  from  South  Eugene  High  School),  Eirrin’s 
Bistro  and  Pub  bartender  Teren  Baker  began  tending  bar  two  years  ago  at  Emerald  Valley 
Golf  &  Resort,  where  he  mastered  a  mean  Tom  Collins.  He  juggles  slinging  drinks  with 
slaying  the  guitar  in  his  punk-rock  band,  Pirate  Radio,  and  doing  “daddy  duty”  with  his 
6-month-old  daughter.  Ask  him  about  his  Guinness  Irish  bread  (yes,  that’s  a  thing).  Don’t 
ask  him  to  store  your  12-pack  from  home  in  Eirrin’s  fridge  (yes,  that’s  happened). 

What  doyou  drink? 

Gin  on  the  rocks.  I  like  this  stuff  called  G’vine.  It’s  distilled  from  grapes,  but  it’s  actually 
agin. 

WhaCs  your  favorite  drink  to  make? 

Bahama  Mama.  It  has  151,  Bacardi  Silver,  coconut  rum,  pineapple  juice,  coffee  liqueur.

What  is  the  sexiest  drinkyou  make?

GAME  ON! 

Board  games  and  booze  at  The  Barn  Light  by  kevin  piaskowski 


Monday  nights  are  usually  reserved  for 
recovering  from  a  big  weekend  or  loathing  the 
realities  of  a  new  week.  At  The  Barn  Light, 
however,  Mondays  take  on  a  new  meaning:  game  night. 

Sure,  it’s  nothing  compared  to  the  rowdiness  of  Eugene’s 
weekend  bar  scene,  but  that’s  not  the  intention.  On  Monday 
nights,  Barn  Light  is  like  the  ultimate  living  room  with  a 
stocked  bar,  baristas  and  board  games  at  the  ready.  Game 
night  isn’t  about  whom  you  know  or  what  you’re  wearing, 
it’s  about  coming  together  and  rolling  the  dice. 

“Monday  nights  are  typically  slower  so  it  drives  in  a 
good  20  to  25  people  who  might  otherwise  not  come  in  at 
night,”  says  Thomas  Pettus-Czar,  co-owner  of  The  Barn 
Light.  “We  wanted  to  create  a  place  that  would  draw  folks 
with  similar  interests.” 

The  evening  is  ushered  in  with  a  brief  video  on  The 
Barn  Light  Facebook  page  where  a  20-sided  die  is  rolled  to 
determine  the  drink  special  for  the  night;  if  it  lands  on  two  to 
seven,  that’s  a  dollar  off  tap  beer,  eight  to  13  is  dollar  off  well 
drinks,  14  to  19  is  dollar  off  canned  beer  and  one  or  20  is  a 
dollar  off  all  three.  Then,  the  featured  game  is  announced  and 
the  gamers  gather.  But  these  aren’t  your  ordinary  games,  so 
don’t  come  expecting  to  play  with  a  deck  of  cards  or  a  never- 
ending  game  of  Monopoly.  Recent  games  have  included 
Settlers  of  Catan,  China  and  Ticket  To  Ride. 

“These  newer  games  attract  a  new  audience  of  players; 
there’s  been  a  real  renaissance  in  board  games,”  says 
Cary  Madden,  manager  of  Funagain  Games,  who  partners 
with  The  Barn  Light  for  game  night.  “The  classics  [like 
Monopoly]  have  fallen  by  the  wayside.”  Madden  says  that 
the  night  is  very  noncompetitive;  rather,  it’s  about  bringing 
people  together.  “We  want  games  that  are  easy  to  teach  atThe 
Barn  Light  so  the  complexity  level  is  very  straightforward,” 
Madden  says. 


It  was  Madden’s  partner,  Anna  Hults,  who  first 
conceptualized  the  idea  of  hosting  the  game  night  at  The 
Barn  Light,  even  before  the  space  was  ready  for  business. 
“It’s  only  been  going  on  for  about  six  weeks,  but  it  seems  to 
be  picking  up  momentum  pretty  quickly,”  Hults  says.  “It’s 
nice  to  see  the  people  who  were  timid  that  first  night  feeling 


comfortable  with  a  group  of  new  friends  just  a  few  short 
weeks  later.” 

With  a  bartender  only  a  few  steps  away,  things  certainly 
get  interesting  when  liquor  comes  into  the  mix.  “Some 
games  are  certainly  more  interesting  when  drinking,” 
Madden  says.  ■
